January 11, 1961 


The Coos County Convention held its meeting at the State 
House, Concord, in the Wild Life Room on Jaunary 11, 1961 at 


2:00 p.m. 
Clerk Guy Fortier called the meeting to order and stated the 


purpose of this meeting was to organize. 


A quorum being present, Guy Fortier asked for nomination of 
a Chairman pro tem. Florence Gould moved for the nomination 
of Harvey Converse as Chairman pro tem. This motion was second- 
ed by Ada Taylor. There being no other nominations, William Em- 
erson moved that the Clerk cast one ballot in favor of Harvey 
Converse. All were in favor and the motion carried. 


Chairman protem Converse took over and called for nominations 
for a Chairman. 


Rebecca Gagnon moved for the nomination of William Emerson 
as Chairman. George Graham seconded this motion. Walter Bush- 
ey moved for the nomination of Guy Fortier. Mr. Fortier thanked 
Mr. Bushey and others, and declined. Harvey Converse moved 
that nominations be closed and that the Clerk cast one ballot in 
favor of Mr. Emerson. 


Mr. Emerson took over the duties of Chairman from Mr. Con- 
verse and called for the nominations of an Executive Committee 
Chaiman. Bert Stinson moved for the nomination of George Gra- 
ham, who thanked Mr. Stinson, but declined. George Graham then 
nominated Frank Crockett, seconded by Bert Stinson. There being 
no other nominations, Mr. Graham moved that the Clerk cast one 
ballot in favor of Mr. Crockett. All were in favor, and the motion 
carried. ; 


Chairman Emerson called for the nomination of a Clerk. Ada 
Taylor moved for the nomination of Guy Fortier.

Also, there were 
three Delegates Frank Nash, Elmer Annis, and Florence Gould. 
All were in favor of this motion and it carried.

Frank Crockett moved that the Expenses of the Fourth Quar- 
ter be accepted as read.

A recess was declared at 12:10 P.M. and the meeting was 
called to order again at 1:00 P.M. 

The Chairman read the proposed itemized budget for 1961. 
After some discussion, Guy Fortier moved that the proposed 
Budget for 1961 be tabled until after the Public Hearing. This 
motion was seconded by Harvey Converse and carried. 


Guy Fortier asked the Chairman if the special committee that 
had been appointed on January 18 to investigate conditions at 
the farm wished to make a report at this time. The special 
committee, namely William Emerson, Frank Crockett, Guy For- 
tier, reported after due investigation, it was found that all 
complaints as to conditions at the farm were unfounded.

Chairman Emerson read the itemized proposed Budget. 


Questions were asked by Mayor Lamontagne as to why there 
were increases in the jury payroll. The Commissioners explained 
that the Jury Payroll was raised from $7,000.00 to $7,500.00 and 
the “State vs.” Payroll from $4,000.00 to $4,500.00 because of a 
State Law increasing the allowances per day for jury duty. 


Robert Rich spoke about the need for more vault space at 
Lancaster Court House and recommended that the vault be ex- 
tended on both sides of the building instead of at the back of 
the building, as had been recommended by the Committee. 


Commissioner Dickey stated that the Register of Probate had 
been reduced from $2,000.00 to $1,000.00 due to the fact that 
certain expenses necessary in 1960 will not be needed in 1961. 


Dwight Stiles, Francis Cotter, Robert Stanley spoke about 
problems pertaining to the Extension Service. 


There being no further business to come before the Public 
Hearing, Guy Fortier moved that the hearing be closed. Chair-

As there was no 
objection, Mark Hamlin explained the reason for the increase 
of $321.00. Dwight Stiles also spoke on the subject. Agents 
of the Extension Service present were Dwight Stiles, John Sar- 
gent, James Hall. Also representing the Extension Service were 
the following: Robert Stanley, Mark Hamlin, Clarence Marshall, 
Francis Cotter, and Mildred Corbett. 


Philip Perrault questioned some expenditures. Ada Taylor 
stated that the State of New Hampshire appropriated $92,400.00 
to the Extension Service. Dwight Stiles said that about one- 
third of the expense of the Extension Service was paid for by 
the State. Florence Gould asked Mr. Stiles what the total ex- 
pense of the Extension Service was, but Mr. Stiles did not have 
this information. Harvey Converse wanted to know why this in- 
formation was not given to the Finance Committee. Mrs. Mildred 
Corbett said this question was never asked. 


Mildred Corbett explained the work of the Home Auxiliary 
and stated that the name inmates should be abolished and that 
they be called residents, also said financial aid should be given 
to the Auxiliary to create a living room for the residents at the 
institution. 


Chairman Emerson declared a recess 11:45 A.M. The Chair- 
man called the meeting to order again at 12:15 P.M. 

Attorney Harrigan of Colebrook spoke about the need of more 
vault space and said the arrangements for this should be made 
as soon as possible.

Present at this meeting were the following members: William

Also present were the three County Commissioners, John Sar- 
gent and Chester Noyes of the Extension Service. 


John Sargent spoke about the County Forester’s program and 
what had been done in the past. Below is a condensed report 
for 1961 by John E. Sargent, Coos County Forester: 


“Much of the County Forester’s time was spent on tree plant- 
ing in 1961. 982.6 acres of land was planted in trees in 1961 in 
Coos County. 166 acres of wild trees were planted this year. 
This is the first time this type of tree has been planted in large 
quantities. 
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“The forest products market had reached its lowest point in 
several years. However, this Spring it has picked up again. 
An interesting point is the fact that one company has switched 
over from scale measure to weight measure when buying hard- 
wood pulp. 


“The Christmas Tree Industry has had an average year; many 
people had trees left over. The County Forester organized a 
meeting between the Directors and members of the New Hamp- 
shire-Vermont Christmas Tree Association and the Directors of 
the New Hampshire-Vermont Agricultural Experiment Stations. 
The purpose of the meeting was to acquaint the Experiment 
Stations with the problems of the Christmas Tree Producers. 


“The Agricultural Conservation Program was a big boost to 
my program as I received seventy-three requests for help 
through this agency. 


“The Maple Syrup Industry had an average year this past 
year, although the quality ran high and the quantity about 
average, 


“This year was the fifth and final year for Sears & Roebuck 
Foundations Pilot Woodland Management Program. Because of 
this, a lot of time was spent remeasuring the growth study plots 
that were put in five years ago. 

“The County Forester’s Annual County Planning Meeting was 
held in Groveton in October. Roger Sloan, Rockingham Forester, 
was the guest speaker. 


“The County Forester spends time in the office writing ad- 
ministrative reports, news releases, letters, making radio tapes, 
and doing general office work. He tried to keep his work time 
in the office to 80% of his total time spent at work.” 


Mr. Chester Noyes also spoke on this subject. Questions were 
asked of Mr. Sargent by Members of the Committee pertaining 
to tree planting. 


Chairman Emerson read the itemized report of expenditures 
for the second quarter. Commissioner Dickey explained why 
certain items were higher than anticipated.

During the year 1961 the money set aside as a Special 
Fund was used to buy a Field Chopper, Farmall Tractor, Tractor 
Plow and Harrow, Disk Harrow and Manure Spreader. The 
women residents of the County Home had the veranda on their 
side of the building converted into a new livingroom, a much 
needed addition to their very small quarters. A new Cooler 
unit (3 Walk in Cooler) replaced the old one in the plant. A 
new Bell System for the nurses was added to the hospital and 
a greatly needed Ambulance Entrance. A new Oxygen Tent 
was also purchased. 


Through the sale of Dermassage and Baby Bracelets on 
the floor of the hospital and a generous donation from the 
Beechers Falls Mfg. Co., and the doctors donations, a new 
incubator was purchased for the Nursery. From the surplus 
money from this a new C. A. Centrifuge was bought for the 
Laboratory. We wish to thank all those who made this possible. 


We also wish to take this opportunity to thank all those 
who contributed gifts and baskets of fruit to all the residents 
of the Home at Christmas. Many thanks to the young people 
from all the nearby towns for the interesting programs pre- 
sented during the year.
